NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—M. de Long,
the mapager of the dyoumite factory
at Modderfontein, in the Traunsvaal,
has just returoed tb Fraoce and has
been interviewed by the representa-
tives of saveral uf the Paris journals.
He says that the British government
can have had no ldea of the yast ex-
tent of the the preparations that the
Boers bave been quietly making for
years, with the realization that ao-
other struggle with the full force of
Great Britain was inevitable. Even
should the Boers be driven out of Na-
tal, be poiats out that no British army
could ever hope to enter the Trans-
vaal and survive.

Since the war begaa, heavy artillery

that had been carefully stored away
bhas besn brough: forth. He asseris
that the forts at Pretoria and Jonan-
nesburg are as strong as any fortreases
in the world, aad have within the last
month been rendered absolutely im-
pregusable, while Edelberg alone could
hold its owa with 25 men against 1000
assailants, partioularly in the rainy
season, which has just begun, causing
unfordable streams snddenly to spring
into existence.
M. de Long further states that there
are about 6500 well-trained German
volunteers in the Boer army who have
not yet been allowed to go to the front.
He adds that the governments of the
Boer republics are showing a great
economy of strength, and have nou
yet used a third of their military re-
gources.
